No  Future  In  Failure 

The  political  developments  of  the  post-war  period  all  seem  to 
bear  out  one  fact — there  is  no  immediate  possibility  of  understanding 
between  east  and  west  on  the  current  political  problems.  The  present 
situation  has  been  largely  brought  about  by  the  Soviet  Union  Uirough 
her  refusal  to  compromise.  For  more  than  two  years  after  the  sur¬ 
render  of  Germany,  this  country  followed  a  policy  of  appeasement 
toward  the  U^R,  but  today  we  have  come  to  a  point  where  any 
further  sessions  would  be  disastrous.  A  permanent  agreement  satis¬ 
factory  to  both  sides  simply  must  be  reached. 

Compromise,  the  classical  method  of  solution  for  thorny 
problems,  is  really  no  settlement  at  all.  Compromise  is  to  solu¬ 
tion  what  armistice  is  to  peace.  It  does  not  solve  anything;  it  only 
evades  the  question  by  shelving  it  for  further  reference.  In  a 
compromise  neither  of  the  parties  is  really  satisfied.  A  con¬ 
stant  state  of  tension  is  created  which  will  come  to  an  end  only 
after  the  question  has  been  settled  satisfactorily  for  both  parties 
by  peaceful  means. 

In  our  struggle  with  Russia,  such  a  peaceful  settlement  is  the 
only  possible  answer.  We  cannot  afford  another  war.  What  is  more, 
we  cannot  escape  the  historical  responsibility  which  rests  upon  our 
shoulders.  We  are  morally  obligated  to  our  descendants  and  it  is 
our  job  to  build  a  better  world  for  them  to  live  in. 

War  never  has  been  and  never  will  be  a  solution.  Force 
engenders  force;  brutality  is  answered  with  more  brutality. 
Whosoever  wages  a  war  sows  hatred  and  will  reap  more  hatred. 
There  must  be  another  means.  XVhat  is  more,  we  must  find  that 
means  unless  we  want  to  see  our  civilization  utterly  destroyed. 

Philosophers  have  sought  this  moral  equivalent  for  war  and  have 
never  found  it.  The  closest  mankind  has  ever  come  to  it  is  by  the 
Christian  religion,  because  religion  by  its  very  essence  does  away 
with  war.  But  can  religion  work  fast  enough  to  prevent  a  major 
catastrophe  within  the  next  few  decades?  It  is  doubtful.  Mean¬ 
while  we  shall  have  to  continue  the  search  for  that  moral  value 
which  will  permit  us  to  settle  international  problems  peacefully.  The 
chances  for  success  are  thin  and  the  obstacles  staggering,  but  if  we 
fail,  there  might  never  be  a  future  for  our  civilization.  We  will  go 
down  in  history,  if  there  should  be  any  further  history,  as  just 
another  culture  which  rotted  from  the  inside  out  and  finally  col¬ 
lapsed,  void  of  any  moral  principles  and  thus  unable  to  face  its 
problems.
